Cr. Richards said one of the main topics 


for discussion at the 


meeting would be the 


establishment of a teachers’ training college 


in the area. 


“This would help alleviate 
‘our problems,” Cr. Richards 
said, adding that it appeared 
that additional primary and 
secondary schools would be 
needed in the area in the near 
future if not now. 


“The plans for these should 
be prepared now,” he said, 
“not when the present schools 
are bursting at their seams.” 
. He said there were 5,000 
children enrolled at district 
primary schools, and nearly 
3,000 enrolled at secondary 
schools, 

“Those attending the meet- 
ing should be fully armed 
with figures of future enrol- 
ments,” he added. ‘The 
Mayor and Cr. Lynch should 
have" discussions with the 
school principals before the 
meeting, 

“By convening the meeting 
you would be doing a great 
deal of good for present and 
future school children in Al- 
tona.” Cr. Richards told the 
Mayor. 

“T would be delighted to 
convene such a meeting,” Cr. 
Burns replied. ‘‘I am glad to 
do something for the chil- 
dren, their parents and teach- 
ers. This is my duty as a 
Mayor.” 

Cr. W. Sommers said the 
Western Suburbs Municipal 
Association planned to press 
for a teachers’ college some- 
where in the western sub- 
urbs. 

“Many children have told 
me they wanted to become 
teachers, but they couldn't 
get to colleges on the other 
side of Melbourne,’ added 
Cr. Richards. 


Mr. D. Donaldson, Acting 
Principal of the Altona North 
Technical School, told Coun- 
cil his advisory council had 
discussed the critical short- 
age of qualified teachers in 
western suburbs’ schools. 


“Arising from this» discus- 
sion a resolution was passed 
instructing me to write to 
your Council seeking assist- 
ance in overcoming this short- 


age,” Mr. Donaldson told 
Council, 
“The members of the 


School Council felt that they 
~were not able to make any 
specific suggestions or re- 
quests except perhaps to 
draw attention to the advant- 
ages which may accrue from 
the mounting. of <a suitable 





publicity campaign directed 
at teachers and extolling the 
merits of the Altona area 
and its schools.” 


Mr. Donaldson said he re- 
membered, some years ago, 
being favorably impressed by 
a feature article in the Al- 
tona Star which projected the 
image of Altona as being a 
very education-minded com- 
munity. 


The two-page article ap- 
peared in the Star in April, 
4964. Mr. Donaldson said he 
saw it while teaching at a 
school in the eastern suburbs. 


“By some means or other, 
this article had been dis- 
played on the staff notice 
board of the school at which 
I was employed,” he said. 


“Tf I might be permitted a 
further personal observation 
on this problem, I would like 
to suggest that a committee, 
comprising principals or 
senior teachers from schools 
in the district, working in co- 
operation with the Altona 
City Council and, possibly, an 
able publicity consultant, 
could very well initiate a 
campaign which could assist 
in solving this problem. 


“T have no doubt that your 
Council will be concerned 
with this vital issue and I 
trust that this approach may 
lead to some action in im- 
proving the educational situa- 
tion in this area.” 


Cr. P. Lynch moved that 
Mr. Donaldson's letter be re- 
ferred to the Council’s Gen- 
eral Purposes Committee for 
full and thorough discussion. 


“The staff situation at Al- 
tona North Technical School 
is highly unsatisfactory,’’ he 
said. “Mr. Donaldson is do- 
ing an extremely good job. 


“Through his pressure on 
the Director of Technical 
Education three new teachers 
were appointed to the school, 
but four more resigned. 





“This is a very grave mat- 
ter. 


“tT believe Altona , Council 
could prepare publicity ma- 
terial and place this in the 
teachers’ colleges to show the 
amenities we have to offer. 

1It would cost a few dollars, 


but it would be money very 
well spent, because it would 
benefit the ratepayers’ chil- 
dren.

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SCHOOL COMMITTEES HAVE FREER HAND IN 
NEW GRANTS PLAN 


{REPRINT FROM “SCHOOL BELL) 


ON MAY 13, the Minister of Education, 
Mr. L. H, S. Thompson, announced in- an 
election speech that, if re-elected, the Gov- 
ernment would replace the present subsidy 
system by a scheme of unconditional grants 


to the schools. 


The following day, Vic- 
torian Council of School Or- 
ganizations (VICCSO) Presi- 
dent, Mr. R. G. Kitchenn, 
and Senior Vice-President, 
Mr. H. P. Carter, discussed 
this proposal with the Minis- 
ter. 


The proposal had not yet 
been worked out in detail. 

However, Mr. Thompson 
said that funds allotted at 
present for buildings, 
grounds, furniture, equip- 
ment, library subsidies, 
works and buildings allow- 
ances would be supplemen- 
ted by a further $1,000,000. 

This would provide a fund 
from which unconditional 
grants would be made to all 
schools, on a percapita 
basis, with some special 
weighting given to smaller 
schools. 


Committees and councils 
would hove the grant at 
their disposal, to spend on 
what they considered to be 
most important in their in- 
dividual schools. 

Funds could still be raised 
from parents, if desired, but 
the grants would not be con- 
ditional on the raising of 
such money, 

According to Mr. Thomp- 
son, the ailocotion in the 
first year would be made 
up as follows:

Parents’ funds of $560 
are required to match the 
subsidies, thus allowing 
work to a value of $1640 
to be carried out. 


Under the new scheme, 
the primary school would be 
able fo do the same total 
work for a reduction of $520 
in parents’ funds. 


Alternatively, if the 
school stifl raised the same 
amount of money from par- 
ents, it could do $520- 
worth more work under the 
new scheme than before. 





There are evident advan- 
tages in the principles of 
the scheme proposed by Mr. 
Thompson, which follows 
representations from VIC- 
CSO conferences and dis- 
cussions between VICCSO 
and the Education Depart- 
ment over many years. 


Under the scheme, com- 
mittees and councils will 
have more authority, dis- 
cretion and responsibility for, 
the disbursal of funds made 
available to them. 


Furthermore, the substi- 
tution of direct grants for 
subsidies is a step in the 
direction of removing some 
of the inequalities of op- 
portunity imposed on  stu- 
dents~—particularly those at 
schools in poorer areas. 


However, a proper apprai- 
sal of the proposal awaits a 
complete declaration of the 
new policy, including an in’ 
dication of the goods and 
services expected to’ be pro- 
vided by the new grants. 


We would expect a con- 
tinuous transfer of items 
from the present list of sub- 





to the category of ‘provided
